The inventions of claims 1, 2, and 6 do not appear to involve an inventive step based on 
documents 1-3 cited in the ISR. The inventions of documents 1-3 address the same 
technical problem in that they set a threshold value appropriate for reception. It is found that 
a party skilled in the art can easily conceive of a solution to this common technical problem 
based on the well-known technology wherein, e.g. as described in documents 2 and 3 the 
threshold value is set so as to be a multiple of the noise and interference power
